Newspaper clippings received in St. Louls 
from Paris, France, say that Ellis Wain- 
wright, the fugitive St. Louis millionaire 
under indictment on the charge of bribery 
in the Suburban Railroad boodle deal, has 
become a close associate of Ambassador 
Porter, representative of the Upijed States 
government in the French republic. 

Letters received by a St. Louis business 
man also tell of the very friendly relation- 
ship between Wainwright and the ambas- 
sador. 

According to the Paris newspapers, Am- 
bassador Porter was the guest of honor at 
a brillant dinner given by Wainwright two 
weeks ago. The two are said to take auto- 
mobile drives together frequently. 

In view of the anticipated efforts of the 
state of Missouri, through the national 
government, to seoure the return of Wain- 
wright, this newest development in his af- 
fairs deeply interests the prosecutors. 

The dinner was held at the Grande Hotel, 
Condie, Chantilly, near Paris. Covers were 
laid for Ambassador Porter, Wainwright, a 
man whose name was not given, and two 
ladies. Following the dinner these five 
made a six-hour run in Wainwright's auto 
car to Mont St. Michel. 

The French people appear to have a ver- 
sion entirely their own of Wainwright's 
St. Louis connections 

The Figaro, after referring to Mr. Wain- 
wright as an elegant gentleman of great 
wealth, says that the object of the pending 
new treaty betweem France and the United 
States is to force Mr. Waiawright to re- 
turn to the states that he may aid in car- 
rying on the plans of the Universal Exposi- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1l.—Orders issued 
by the navy department to prevent Colom- 
blan troops from embarking for isthmian 
ports were changed today, as a result of 
the conclusion reached at a regular meet- 
ing of the President and his cabinet that 
such prevention would de an act of war 
against Colombia. 


In consequence, the naval commanders 
in isthmian waters were notified to use 
only moral suasion to induce Colombian 
troops not to start for the isthmus. Should 
an attempt to land them at either Panama 
or Colon be made, however, the naval com- 
manders will bave full authority to step 
in and prevent this landing. - 


hold that while the United States govern- 
ment is legally empowered to suppress any 
attempt that wouid lead to disordeg or 
bloodished on the isthmus it had no author- 
ity to enter Colombian ports outside the 
isthmus for.the purpose of preventing the 
embarkation of troops. 

The American war vessel sent to give 
warning will stick to the merchantmen if 
they persist in going to the isthmus, so as 
to be close at hand if any attempt to land 
the soldiers is made. 

While the American naval commanders 
have not been specifically instructed to re- 
sort to force to prevent a debarkation, it 
is admitted that the instructions are broad 
enough to permit them to take the most 
stringent measures to carry out the Presi- 
dent’s policy that peace must be pre- 
served and bloodshed prevented on the 
isthmus.

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—A generally cir- 
culated report in Wall street says that J. 
Pierpont Morgan will retire from active 
business on January next, or as soon there- 
after as hie affairs can be arranged. 

So persistent did this rumor become today 
that Morgan & Co. issued a statement that 
Mr. Morgan had no iatention of retiring 
from active business The statement did 
not say, however, whether he would quit 
promoting and confine himself exclusively 
to banking business and this is the kernel 
of the rumor. 

Even should he have made up his mind to 
retire, it is the opinion of several men 
that great influence will be brought to in- 
duce him to change his determination. 

It ie known that Mr. Morgan has felt 
‘keenly the criticism directed inst him 
because of the shrinkage in 2 of 
the steel trust securities and the misfor- 
tunes of the ship trust which developed 
criticism abroad. But he felt most of all, 
it is said, the revelations which have come 
out of the investigation into the United 
States Shipbuilding scandal. Mr, Morgan's 
friends say he has been forced to bear the 
blame for the indiscretions of others.

$25 a share, one house has bought 450,000 
shares of the common for the Rockefeller 
interests. What other houses have done it 
is hard to say. 

If the corporation nas passed into the 
control of Rockefeller and Gould, the cause 
for the decline in the price of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad stock is at once manifest. 

With the Rockefellers and Gould in con- 
trol all the immense freight traffic of that 
Daran would be at once diverted to the 

abash railroad, which covers every point 
in which the steel company is served by 
the Pennsylvania. -Such a coup would ex- 
plain many things that have puzzled Wall 
Street for some months. 

By computing the actual cash value of 
the capita) stock at today’s quotations for 
the stock, allowances should be made for 
the amount of preferred stock that has 
been converted into 5 per cent sinking 
fund bonds.

THOUSANDS OF WOMEN IN 
RIOT AT GOELET WEDDING. 


Special te the Post-Uispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—Fifth avenue in 
the vicinity of the church where the Goe- 
let-Roxeburghe wedding took place, was 
the scene berore and during the ceremony 
of excitement and disocuer unparalileied 
at any of the previous great weddings in 
New York. 

From the church to the Goelet residence, 
a distunce of five blocks, the avenue was 
a surging mob, numoering fully 10.00 Pa 
wons, mostly women, whom a force of 20 
policemen was powerless to hoid in check. 
Before the services began several hun- 
dred women gained entrance to the church 
and seated themselves in the leries, 
from which they were forcibly dislodged 
by a squad of police a few minutes before 
the arrival of the bride. 

When the carriage containing the bride- 

to-be and her brother, Robert Goelet, 
neared the church it was surrounded by 
women who stopped the horses and, in 
their efforts to seo the bride, cl to the 
carriage, some of them getting on the steps 
and thrusting their heads into the open 
windows. 
Mr. Goelet called to the police but it was 
some moments before the half dozen police- 
men, who rushed to the rescue, were able 
to drive the curious women back and en- 
able the carriage to proceed. 

When the carriage of Mr. and Mrs. Cor- 
nelius Varderbilt, which was just ahead of 
the bride, reached the canopy leading from 
the curb to the church, the crowd of 
women banked up 2 feet deep on either 
side, rushed frantically forward, carrying 
the solid lines of policemen with them and, 
for a moment. choked the entrance. They 
were forced back only again to rush for- 
ward when the bride's carriage drew up. 

By this time policemen from other points 
had been collected there, but, in spite of 
them, a group of a half dosen women 
stooped down and lifted the canvas of the 
canopy and erawied part way under. They 
crawled to their positions notwithstanding 
all the efforts of the police to pull them 
away and several of them managed to 
keep their heads under the canvas until 
the bride had passed up. 

A patrolman caught one very well 
Aressed woman by one of her ankles and 
dragged her along the walk. she still cling- 
ing to the canvas until she was forced. to 
loose her ld. She was lifted up smiling 
and satisfied. She had seen the bride. 

On the .Fifty-third street side of the 
church, 15 well-dressed: women crawled 
down into a coal hole leading underneath 
the chancel. They could not see anvthing. 
but they could hear what was going on 
above. Policemen had to get in and drive 
them out. ‘ 

Four hours after the ceremony Fifth ave- 
nue was still crowded with curious women, 
many of whom were laden with spoils from 
the church decorations for. after the in- 
vited guests had departed the mob crowded 
into the church and proceeded at once to 
tear the flowers from the pew entrance. In 
a few minutes they began to break the 
leaves from the palms. and, before they 
could be stopped. the church was despoiled 
of many of the floral decorations.
